TORY councillor David Craggs has 
resigned - just 13 days after win¬ 
ning the River ward by-election. 

The Gad’s Hill headteacher stepped down 
from his Medway Council post after learning 
he would have to give up his special constable 
role, held for 17 years, to stay in office. 

Mr Craggs issued an apology, saying he was 
frustrated by the situation and that it was “a 
pity” that he would have to resign. A second 
by-election will be held in the coming weeks. 

Outraged Labour and Liberal Democrat 
councillors have called on Mr Craggs or the 
Rochester and Strood Conservative 
Association to pick up the cost of the by-elec¬ 
tion, saying it wasted taxpayers’ money. 

Cllr Geoff Juby (Lib Dem) said: “Morally, he 
and his party have defrauded the electorate. 
They have wasted thousands of pounds of pub¬ 
lic money and wasted many people’s time. 

“I demand that Mr Craggs and his backers 
pay the cost of the by-election and the expens¬ 
es incurred by other candidates.” 

River ward Lib Dem candidate Garry 
Harrison said: “I was a serious candidate who 
wants to work for the people, unlike the 
Conservative who took one look and ran. 

“I warned during the election that the Tories 
were wasting money, but I’m amazed at how 
crassly they have behaved. They might as well 
have pulped people’s council tax.” 

Lib Dem agent Sue Hannant said: “I’m con¬ 
sidering sending our invoices for the by-elec¬ 
tion to Rochester and Strood Conservatives. 
I’m disgusted they have wasted public money.” 

Labour’s Cllr Vince Maple also called for a

A RESILIENT pensioner 
has come out on top in a 
long-running battle with 
the council after he was 
fined for simply reversing 
his car. 

Michael Johns, 76 of High Street, 
Chatham, was photographed in May 
by one of the council’s CCTV spy cars 
in Best Street, Chatham, as he 
moved to make way for another car 
and allow a pedestrian to cross. 

Much to his dismay, he was later 
hit with a £70 fine for being parked 
in a street where restrictions were in 
force - despite only being stationary 
for 17 seconds. 

Mr Johns, a veteran of the army 
cadets, was initially confused by the 
charge and was very close to paying 
up, believing he could not take on the 
might of the council in such matters. 

He said: “I could not believe my 
eyes when I opened the letter, but 
after a while I was getting so nervous 
about it, I thought I should just pay 
the fine. It was only when I read 
Yourmedway and found out about 
what these CCTV cars get up to that 
I realised I may stand a chance with 
an appeal.” 

Following his decision to contest 
the fine, Mr Johns received another 
letter from the council in June, reject¬ 
ing his appeal, citing the very same 
reasons for which they administered 
the fine in the first place. 

After viewing the pictures taken by 
the CCTV car, he decided to take the 
council to a tribunal, spurred on by 
the fact that his reversing lights 
clearly show in the photos. 

Mr Johns was then summoned to 
appear at a hearing at the Holiday 
Inn, Maidstone Road, Chatham on 
Thursday, August 19, where a deci¬ 
sion would be made by an independ¬ 
ent adjudicator. The council was also

invited to attend, but didn’t turn up. 

After looking at the evidence and 
hearing Mr Johns’ explanation, the 
hearing found in favour of the pen¬ 
sioner. 

In a letter confirming the decision, 
adjudicator John Parker said: “This 
is yet another case where the council 
seeks to establish a contravention on 
the basis of CCTV footage, providing 
photographs covering an incredibly 
short timescale. 

“I have no hesitation in finding that 
the appellant was not parked. It is 
quite obvious that he was engaged in 
reversing out of the way of the grey 
car seen in the photographs and a 
male pedestrian getting in his way.” 

The council maintains that Mr 
Johns still contravened parking 
restrictions in Best Street, but has 
accepted the adjudicator’s decision. 

A spokesperson for the council said: 
“Mr Johns received a penalty charge 
notice as his car was stopped and 
was obscuring the entire junction of 
the loading bay of the Post Office 
sorting office. 

“Video footage shows this, and also 
shows him having to reverse to let a 
driver out before driving forward to 



again obscure the entrance. 

“This stretch of road has a loading 
restriction barring drivers from stop¬ 
ping there at all, and this is in force 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

“In his appeal to Medway Council, 
Mr Johns admitted that he stopped 
outside the sorting office in this way 
and that is why we found against 
him. 

“The council was unable to attend 
the parking adjudicator’s hearing 
into this matter as we were only noti¬ 
fied of it by email the afternoon 
before, giving us no time to arrange 
for an officer to be available. 

“The adjudicator normally gives 
the council notice of about a week, so 
we can prepare for a hearing. 

“However, we are always happy to 
respect and abide by the adjudica¬ 
tor’s decision as that is why we pay 
for an independent adjudication 
service.” 


Careers service's budget fears 


PROPOSED cuts to a vital career 
guidance service will be “devastat¬ 
ing” for less academic youngsters 
struggling to find work in Kent and 
Medway. 

The coalition Government has 
already slashed the budgets of 
Connexions branches throughout the 
country, and managers are fearful of 
even bigger reductions when the 
Comprehensive Spending Review is 
published on October 22. 

Medway Youth Trust - the 
Medway branch of Connexions - lost 
£100,000 from its £2.1 million budg¬ 
et this year, resulting in recruitment 
and salary freezes as well as several 
other cutbacks. 

Business manager Jon Paton said: 
“At the moment we’ve been able to 
protect most frontline services, but 
October 22 is D-Day for us, because 
we are fearful of a big cut that could 
cause serious damage. 

“I would suggest that for the less- 
qualified young people, the greater 


the impact will be. If you’re somebody 
who has missed out on getting five 
A* to C grades at GCSE then the 
chances are you’re going to need 
someone to tell you what courses are 
available or to fight on your behalf to 
get you into college.” 

According to figures released this 
month by the Trades Union 
Congress, Medway experienced the 
largest increase in youth unemploy¬ 
ment in the country, at 158 per cent. 

Devastating 

Unison regional organiser Simon 
Bolton said the Conservatives had let 
the people of the towns down again, 
pointing to the mass unemployment 
caused by the Thatcher-enforced clo¬ 
sure of Chatham dockyard in 1984. 

“It’s going to have a devastating 
effect on the Medway area,” he said. 
“The coalition promised they would¬ 
n’t hit frontline services, but what is 
more frontline than support for 
young people? 


“Connexions is an absolutely vital 
service, especially if you’re a 14 or 15- 
year-old with no idea what to do with 
yourself. 

“If you cut career guidance, then 
what chance are you giving them for 
the next decade? 

“It’s madness. Where are the work¬ 
ers of the future going to come from?” 

According to Unison, the number of 
16- to 24-year-olds classed as NEET 
(not in employment, education or 
training) has risen by almost two per 
cent nationally since the last quarter, 
to 36.1 per cent. 

The Kent branch of Connexions 
has regional offices in 11 towns 
throughout the county, with its fund¬ 
ing currently protected by the dedi¬ 
cated schools grant reserve. 

A spokeswoman said some reduc¬ 
tion in funding was expected from 
2011 onwards, but that both 
Connexions and Kent County 
Council would seek to “preserve con¬ 
tinuity of services”. 
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D1Y store arsonist sent 
to jail to protect public

AN ARSONIST who started fires in 
DIY stores across Kent has been 
sentenced to four years in prison for 
public protection. 

Benny Joe Dighton, formerly of Chelmar 
Road, Chatham, pleaded guilty to attempted 
arson with intent to endanger life at a B&Q in 
Maidstone, B&Q Larkfield and intent to dam¬ 
age property at Homebase in Aylesford. 

The 28-year-old was caught on CCTV at all of 
the stores during the first bank holiday week¬ 
end in May this year. 

On sentencing at Maidstone Crown Court, 
Judge Jeremy Gold said: ‘Aou pleaded guilty 
due to painstaking police work. It is drugs that 
have brought you to the situation you find 
yourself in today. These are serious matters. 
You do indeed present a significant risk to the 
public.” 

On Saturday, May 1, just after midday, the 
fire brigade was called to the Homebase Store 
on the Quarry Wood Industrial estate in 
Aylesford after a fire broke out. 

It took 90 firefighters and 17 fire engines 42 
hours to extinguish the blaze, which destroyed 
the building. 

A little more than an hour later, members of 
staff at the B&Q store in London Road in 
Larkfield had to put out a fire which had been 
caused by someone setting packaging alight. 

Then on the following Monday, May 3, staff 
were alerted to a customer behaving suspi¬ 
ciously at the B&Q store in Barker Road, 


Maidstone. They found the preparation of a fire 
in a wood aisle, which had been covered in 
methylated spirits. Fortunately the fire had not 
been started and members of staff immediate¬ 
ly reported the incident to police. 

The CCTV footage at the store showed 
Dighton there at the time of the incident and he 
was arrested later that day. 

Further investigation revealed Dighton had 
been caught on CCTV in both the vicinity of 
Homebase and B&Q at the time of the fires. 

Detective Inspector Ian Rogerson, who led 
the investigation said: “This was one of the 
busiest weekends of the year for home improve¬ 
ment shopping, so it is a miracle that no one 
was seriously injured or killed in these arsons. 

“The damage that did occur, plus the disrup¬ 
tion to shoppers and the stores themselves was 


significant, so I am pleased that the courts have 
recognised the danger Dighton presents to the 
public and he will no longer be at liberty to do 
anything like this for some considerable time.” 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service have also wel¬ 
comed the sentencing of Dighton. 

John Robertson, one of the incident com¬ 
manders on the day of the fires, said: “This was 
a ferocious fire which demanded the use of 
crews and equipment from all over the county. 

“However, thanks to the Homebase staff, who 
quickly and efficiently evacuated the building, 
no one was hurt and, due to the skill and tire¬ 
less efforts of those fighting the fire, damage 
was mostly limited to the store itself.” 

A sentence of four years for public protection 
means that Dighton will serve four years before 
being able to apply for parole. 


Mortgage conman 
faked documents 
to get hold of cash 

A MORTGAGE fraudster who used false 
documents to get his hands on £180,000 
has been jailed for 10 months. 

Ben Tanton, of High Ridge, 
Gillingham, gave grossly inflated income 
details and a bogus accountant’s certifi¬ 
cate in order to convince Mortgages Pic 
to lend him the money. 

The 25-year-old was arrested in 
November 2009, after an investigation 
into his finances. A small amount of 
cocaine was also found at his home. 

He was sentenced for fraud and drug 
possession at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday, September 23. 

The court heard how on June 5, 2007, 
Tanton received a money transfer from 
GMAC-RFC Limited for the purchase of 
a property in Gillingham for £149,150. 

Tanton had said that he had an annu¬ 
al income of £35,000 in 2007 and his 
partner had a basic income of £16,000. 

Four weeks later, Tanton received 
£180,000 from Mortgages Pic for the 
purchase of a property in Chatham, say¬ 
ing his income was £46,113 in 2006 and 
providing an accountant’s certificate. 

Investigation showed that Tanton’s 
earnings were considerably less than 
stated and the accountant’s certificate 
was a fraudulent document. 

Judge Charles McDonald handed the 
fraudster a 15-month jail sentence but 
reduced the term by a third in recogni¬ 
tion of Tanton’s early guilty plea. 

Passing sentence, Judge McDonald 
said the fraud was a “sophisticated crim¬ 
inal act which necessitated a custodial 
penalty”. The first fraud was taken into 
account and kept on file. 

Detective Constable Geoff Cloke of 
Kent Police’s Serious and Organised 
Crime unit said: “Kent Police will now 
seek to recover any benefits from his 
fraudulent activity through a Proceeds 
of Crime Application.”

reimbursement. “It’s disgraceful,” 
he said. “They have treated voters 
with contempt. They should have 
checked his eligibility. This has cost 
taxpayers thousands and the Tories 
should pick up the tab.” 

Mr Craggs said: “I have served as 
a special constable for 17 years. In 
the hope I could expand my com¬ 
munity service, I stood as a council¬ 
lor. I didn’t believe there was any 
conflict and was unaware regula¬ 
tions prevent anyone from holding 
office while serving in the police. 

“After the election I was made 
aware by Kent Police that the law 
prevents me serving both as a spe¬ 
cial constable and a councillor. 

“Over the past two weeks I have 
been working to see if an alterna¬ 
tive was available. Unfortunately, 
the situation is such that I cannot 
continue both as a councillor and as 
a special constable.” 

Fellow River ward councillor 
Craig Mackinlay said: “David took 
advice before standing and was 
given the all-clear. Some MPs are 
specials and magistrates are unre¬ 
stricted. Labour forced this by-elec¬ 
tion with the resignation of Bill 
Ester son and petitioned for it - we 
did not cause the election.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said: 
“It’s important that policing is polit¬ 
ically impartial. We are pleased Mr 
Craggs will now be able to continue 
as a special constable.” 

Returning officer Neil Davies said 
another by-election would be held 
within 35 days. 


German pilot's hunt 
for rescuer recalled 


A MOVING wartime tale of a fallen 
German fighter pilot and the 
teenage girl who saved his life will be 
recounted later this month - 70 
years to the day after it took place. 

Severely-injured pilot Ernst 
Poschenrieder feared for his life after 
an angry pitchfork-wielding mob 
closed in on him at Broomhill, 
Strood, after his Messerschmitt 
ME109e was shot down on 
September 30,1940. 

After dragging the 29-year-old 
clear of his ruined aircraft, there 
were allegedly calls from some of the 
villagers to hang the young pilot. 

His life was saved by land army 
girl Sarah Kortwright, 18, who 
stepped between Ernst and the bay¬ 
ing mob, protecting him until the 
police and Home Guard arrived. 

They then marched him off to hos¬ 
pital and later transferred him to a 
prisoner of war camp. 

Ernst never forgot Sarah’s kind¬ 
ness and after the war hatched a 
plan to track her down to say thank 
you for saving his life. 

He even returned to Strood in 1955 
in a bid to find the woman who had 
rescued him.

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Recovering addict died after 
mixing prescription drugs 


A FORMER heroin addict from 
Rochester died in his home after 
accidentally consuming a lethal mix 
of prescription drugs, an inquest 
has been told. 

At a hearing at County Hall, Maidstone, 
Coroner Roger Sykes ruled that Andrew 
Hussey, 40, of Snipe Court, Strood, died acci¬ 
dently after poisoning himself with methadone 
and a mixture of other drugs, including the 
anti-depressant Citalopram. 

Police were called to Mr Hussey’s residence 
on Wednesday, January 6, following concerns 
from his family 

Upon entry to the flat they found him lying 
on the floor in the hallway, where he is thought

to have been dead for some time. 

Mr Hussey, a former musician, lived alone in 
his one bedroom flat and was said to be doing 
well in his recovery from heroin addiction. His 
last visit to his GP was in November last year 
and it was revealed he had not taken the drug 
for more than a year. 

A number of empty bottles of methadone and 
alcohol were discovered in his living room. 

Toys thought to belong to his eight-year-old 
daughter were also found scattered across the 
room. 

Following the post mortem, pathologist Dr 
David Rouse found that Mr Hussey had not 
taken a significantly high level of methadone 


but found a variety of other substances in his 
system, including Diazepam and alcohol. 

Dr Rouse said: “The amount of methadone in 
Mr Hussey’s blood was not significantly higher 
than that of someone on his prescribed dose. 
However it is always a problem when you take 
a cocktail of drugs - especially with alcohol.” 

After hearing the statements made by Dr 
Rouse and the police Mr Sykes said he was sat¬ 
isfied that Mr Hussey had not committed sui¬ 
cide but rather had fallen foul to the combina¬ 
tion of drugs in his system. 

He concluded: “Andrew Hussey died as a 
result of an accident in conjunction with his 
prescribed methadone. In these circumstances 
the conclusion I have come to is accidental 
death caused by mixed drug poisoning.” 


Serial sex offender 
jailed for 18 years 

SEX offender Ronald Falvey, who carried 
out a series of horrifying attacks over a 
15-year period, has been jailed for 18 
years. 

The 49-year-old, of 
Speedwell Avenue, 

Chatham, was found 
guilty on 23 charges - 17 
counts of sexual abuse 
ranging from indecent 
assault to rape, and six 
counts of physical abuse 
including child cruelty - 
Crown Court. 

The court heard that between 1992 
and 2007, Falvey, pictured, subjected five 
victims to both sexual and violent abuse. 

He had denied all charges but was 
found guilty on Monday, August 16, and 
sentenced a week later. 

Leading the investigation, Detective 
Constable Nichola Johnson, said: “Falvey 
continuously subjected his victims to 
despicable and degrading treatment. 

“The victims have remained strong 
throughout the trial and I hope it provides 
them with a satisfactory conclusion.”

Cancer unit marks 
year of treatment

THE Macmillan Cancer 
Care Unit celebrates its first 
anniversary today - mark¬ 
ing a successful year that 
has seen the treatment of 
nearly 2,000 patients. 

Since opening its doors, the new 
facility has also played host to more 
than 9,000 potentially life-saving 
treatments and become a vital part of 
Medway Maritime Hospital. 

The project was funded by 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust, 
which pledged £3 million towards its 
building costs. 

It was also supported by an 18 
month appeal from staff, local busi¬ 
nesses and the community. 

Together they raised another £lm to 
contribute to the unit that has been 
designed to ensure all patients’ needs 
are met. 

Jacqueline McKenna, director of 
nursing, said: “This unit has really 
brought the community together in a 
way that I’ve never seen before. 


“We saw such amazing involvement 
and generosity from people in trying 
to get the unit built and it has only 
continued since we opened. 

“Our patients, staff and supporters 
have continued to work tirelessly 
throughout the year with fundraising 
events that have included a sponsored 
bicycle ride of 38 miles and a canal 
towpath walk from Little Venice in 
London to Coventry. 

“All monies raised are shared 
between many charities and organisa¬ 
tions that in turn support a wide vari¬ 
ety of cancer needs. 

Positive attitude 

‘We’ve also tried to encourage the 
community to have a positive attitude 
towards the cancer pathway. 

We have visited schools to talk to 
the pupils and invited them to the 
unit - indeed we have been presented 
with wonderful artwork by the chil¬ 
dren of Byron Road Primary School to 
display on our walls.

How did you become involved in school? 



We started because I didn’t think there were 
enough rock- and pop-based music lessons 
running in the area that incorporated both 
learning an instrument and playing in a group. 
I had the idea one day to start up these classes, 
learnt how to make websites and started adver¬ 
tising. I then found a suitable venue and it went 
from there. I was happy with the number of 
applicants we received so early on, it gave me 
the confidence to know that this was something 
that people want to be a part of.

What is the main aim of the rock school? 


The primary aim of the Rock School is for 
the students to gain a good understanding 
of how to play their chosen instruments (gui¬ 
tar, bass, drums or keyboard). We give them all 
the teaching they would normally receive in a 
regular music lesson, but because we run for 
an hour a class we also spend half an hour 
learning and playing songs together as a band. 
This helps the students work and play togeth¬ 
er early on in their musical learning. We also 
offer them the opportunity to take grades. We 


run the Rockschool Syllabus, which is a wide¬ 
ly recognised pop music grade, and gives the 
same UCAS points as ABRSM.

What is the best part of your role?

Who inspires you and why? 


A The best part of my role at the school is see¬ 
ing the students’ progress. The highlight so 
far was our end-of-term gig, where the stu¬ 
dents showcased their new talents to their 
family and friends. They played four or five 
songs each on the night and it was a great 
success for our first concert. We also raised 
£160 for Demelza House in the process, which 
gave all the students a great sense of achieve¬ 
ment. 

Q What is your instrument of choice and how long have 
you been playing? 

A My instrument of choice is the piano. I’ve 
been playing since I was about eight. The 
main reason I started the Rock School is that 
I didn’t enjoy learning as a child and gave up 
early in my teens. I was never inspired by the 
lessons I had, it wasn’t until I went to music 
college when I was 17 that I really started 
playing again, and went on to do my degree in 
music. The lessons we had there were very 
band-based and we learnt in groups, which I 
found really improved my playing ability. I just 
made the classes from my own experience, 
from what I would have liked to do if I had the 
chance. 


A I have been inspired by many different 
people over the years. My main inspira¬ 
tions are my parents. They are definitely 
where I get all my ambition from! Musically 
my current main inspiration comes from the 
greatest piano player in the world, Jon Cleary. 
He came from Kent and is now one of the best 
pianists around. If I’m half as good as him 
when I’m that age, I’ll be happy. 

t \ Have you had any particularly outstanding students that 
you can see going on to be superstars? 

A All our students were amazing at the end- 
of-term gig. However, there is one student 
that stood out the most to us, especially as I 
was going through the photos. Connor Harris 
has that star quality, and definitely wins the 
prize for most colourful shoes.

A Being a musician means you don’t have a 
lot of time for other hobbies, which suits me 
fine as music is my number one hobby. I like to 
travel and see new places.

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Thief walks out of 
high street gallery 
with two pictures 


Public praised for huge 
Pakistan flood donations

TWO PAINTINGS valued at nearly 
£2,000 have been stolen from an art 
gallery in Rochester. 

The pictures, both depicting steam 
engines, were taken from the Francis 
lies Gallery at around 1pm on Tuesday, 
August 17. 

The theft came to life after a vigilant 
shopkeeper confronted a man as he left 
the shop carrying two pieces of artwork. 

However, he fled the scene after being 
stopped in the street. 

The thief has been described as 55 to 
60 years old, 5ft 8in tall, medium build, 
with long grey hair tied back in a pony¬ 
tail. At the time he was wearing a black 
trilby hat, a black three quarter length 
leather jacket and a white t-shirt with 
black trousers and shoes. 

Detective Constable Amanda Neimer 
said: “The paintings belonged to the 
artist, who is obviously very keen to get 
them back into her possession. 

“It was a busy time of the day in 
Rochester, so we believe someone must 
have seen this man leaving the shop 
after the paintings were stolen. 

“We would like to hear from anyone 
who saw a man matching the descrip¬ 
tion as we would like to speak to them 
about the incident.” 

It is thought the paintings may appeal 
to rail enthusiasts and are priced at 
£900 and £950.

A PAKISTAN-bom MP has praised 
the British public for its generosity 
in helping flood victims as dona¬ 
tions topped a staggering £30 mil¬ 
lion this week. 

MP Rehman Chishti’s comments came as the 
head of the Disasters Emergency Committee 
(DEC) said British people’s kindness was 
“shaming politicians around the world”. 

Brendan Gormley, chief executive of DEC, 
admitted further funds were needed, but said 
the UK was leading the way in donations. 

Mr Chishti, who represents Gillingham and 
Rainham for the Tory party, echoed Mr 
Gormley’s sentiments, saying the plight of 
those in Pakistan had highlighted the kindness 
of the UK during international crises. 

He said: ‘We saw it with the tsunami and the 
Haitian earthquake and we’re seeing it again. 
The UK Government has given one of the 
largest donations - second only to the US - 
which shows how this country always supports 
those in need.” 

The floods are the worst to hit Pakistan in 
decades, claiming the lives of more than 1,500 
and leaving around 20 million homeless. There 
are fears water borne diseases could lead to ill¬ 
ness and more deaths as the countiy waits for aid.

Mr Chishti’s praise of British generosity 
came just weeks after the controversial visit of 
Pakistani leader Asif Ali Zardari, who came 
under fire for going ahead with his trip to 
England as his people tackled the disaster. 

The president, who is the widower of 
Pakistan’s assassinated former Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto, to whom Mr Chishti was a for¬ 
mer aide, met with four Pakistani parliamen¬ 
tarians, including the Gillingham MP. 

Other Labour MPs, however, boycotted the 
meeting, with one, Khalid Mahmood, MP for 
Birmingham Perry Barr, saying Zardari’s visit 
showed “indifference to his own people”. 


But Mr Chishti told KOS Media it was a mat¬ 
ter for the president to decide whether he car¬ 
ried out the visit during that time. 

Mr Chishti added: “He wanted to speak to 
Pakistan MPs about the situation with the 
flooding and national security among other 
international issues.” 

The 31-year-old, who was bom in Pakistan, 
has family back in his home country. 

“My grandfather and other relatives died in 
the Kashmir earthquake in 2005, but my family 
have not been affected by the floods,” he said. 

“There is a great humanitarian need and I 
would ask the British public to continue with 
their generosity. The UN said this is the worst 
flooding it has seen in Pakistan. We all have to 
help one another in the international community.” 

Across Kent, residents have been pulling out 
all the stops for the flood appeal. 

Canterbury-based artist Shaukat Khan is 
offering his entire studio collection of floral 
paintings to raise money for Unicef s Pakistan 
Flood Children’s Appeal. He is calling on the 
community to bid generously for the collection 
until September 23 at www.khanart.co.uk. 

Acclaimed executive chef Dev Biswal, of The 
Ambrette restaurant in Margate, is holding a 
series of fundraising pop-up cookery demon¬ 
strations, see www.theambrette.co.uk for details. 

Christian group Blythswood Care, in Strood, 
has sent donations for Buckets of Love, which 
consist of a bucket filled with practical items for 
people devastated by the disaster.

THE NERVOUS wait for thou¬ 
sands of Medway teenagers finally 
came to an end last week as their 
GCSE results arrived - bringing 
jubilation to many. 

After two years of hard work, students 
from across the area flocked to their respective 
schools, where amongst teachers, parents 
and friends; they discovered the fate that 
awaited them. 

Results were positive from most schools 
in the area, some of which were awash with 
A* grades, sparking joyous scenes from some 
pupils, who will now move on to the next excit¬ 
ing chapter in their lives. 

There was particular cause for celebration at 
Gad’s Hill School, with every student achiev¬ 
ing an A* to C grade in at least five subjects. 

David Craggs, headmaster, said: “I am 
delighted with this year’s GCSE results and 
that we continue to maintain the high stan¬ 
dard that we have achieved over the last few 
years.

Act could energise 
councils' budgets 

If the new Secretary of State 
for Energy and Climate Change 
Chris Huhne is true to his word 
then every town hall in Kent 
and Medway could become a 
mini power station. 

The energy minister has 
announced plans that will allow 
councils to install renewable 
energy power units such as wind 
turbines, solar panels and other 
forms of natural energy power and 
to feed the power into the National 
Grid for a cash return. 

The money generated could be 
used to limit council tax increases. 

Kent Green Party welcomes this 
move in principle. 

The legal ban on councils 
supplying electricity imposed in 
1976 was absurd. 

Removing this barrier would 
mean that each council in Kent 
and Medway would no longer 
have to work through other 
organisations to generate power, 
but could now press on directly 
with developing money saving 
schemes. 

Several councils have already 
developed renewable energy 
schemes that can generate more 
than 600,000kwh of wind, tidal 
or solar energy locally, but the 
present Local Government Act 
prevents local councils from 
selling electricity not produced 
alongside heat. 

Kent Green Party is concerned 


that Mr Huhne’s proposal may be 
watered down after lobbying from 
the energy companies who fear real 
competition. 

Prior to 1948, local councils 
producing gas and electricity was a 
common sight in England. 

There is also a general problem 
of scarce funds for such investment 
given excessive cuts already 
imposed upon and planned for local 
government.

Rural 'stitching' is in 
need of protection 

Hedgerows are one of the most 
iconic features of the English 
landscape and it’s important we do 
everything we can to halt and 
reverse their loss and degradation. 

Our survey shows that the 
Hedgerows Regulations have 
made a positive difference, but it 
also makes clear improvements 
can, and should be made. 

Local authorities have shown 
that, given the opportunity, they 
will protect these wonderftil 
examples of our rural heritage. 

It’s over a decade since the 
introduction of the Hedgerows 
Regulations and the time is ripe 
for the new government to make 
improvements that will give local 
authorities the power they need to 
better protect the great diversity 
of England’s hedgerows. 

Hedgerows are the vital 
stitching in the patchwork quilt 
of the English countryside. 

Some pre-date Agincourt and 
others bestride earth backs built 
more than 4,000 years ago by 
Bronze Age Britons. 

They lend beauty and character 
to the landscape and provide many 
wider environmental benefits, 
including important habitats for a 
wide range of wildlife species. 

It is a criminal offence to remove 
an important hedgerow, with fines 
of up to £5,000. 

However, as management of 
hedgerows has declined, many 
are being lost not only to removal, 
but as they degenerate into lines 
of trees and shrubs. 

They are particularly important 
within areas of intensive 
farming, and for the survival of 
widespread, but declining species 
which are dependant on woodland 
edge, scrub or rough grassland 
habitats. 

As ready-made corridors for 
wildlife to move through the 
landscape, they should be a 
critical tool in the landscape-scale 
conservation of our natural 
environment that the new 
Government wants to see. 

However, regulations on their 
own, even with the improvements 
we would like to see, will not do 
enough to protect our hedgerows 
for future generations. 

We also need ministers to 
continue funding Environmental 
Stewardship Schemes that 
give landowners an incentive to 
preserve ancient hedgerows. 

These could be put at risk if cuts 
to Government spending fall in the 
wrong place.

A MAJOR overhaul of animal laws 
is necessary to help banish Britain’s 
stray dog problem, claims a Kent 
rescue charity. 

David and Heidi Anderson, of the Dover-based 
Chancepixies, have launched a petition calling 
for a ‘fit for breeding 5 legislation to regulate 
breeders of all levels and ensure they are not 
dumping their dogs when the going gets tough. 

They claim the problem of stray dogs will be 
eradicated within ten years if the Government 
implements their idea, which has so far earned 
the backing of more than 500 people. 

“There is legislation already in place to con¬ 
trol farm animals and fishing, and to prevent 
you dumping your fridge or your car, so why not 
dogs?” said Mrs Anderson. 

“Dogs, unlike children, do not grow up and 
become responsible for themselves. If you choose 
to bring puppies into the world, you must retain 
some responsibility throughout that dog’s life.” 

According to a 2007 report commissioned by 
the RSPCA and the World Society for the 
Protection of Animals, only 30 per cent of 
European countries - including the UK - do not

enforce compulsory licensing for dog breeders. 

And of the eight European countries deemed 
to have good stray control, all have legislation 
in place for the breeding and selling of pets. 

The Andersons are also breeders of champion 
Dobermanns and say those willing to breed ani¬ 
mals should also be willing to rescue them, too. 

“If you won’t rescue, don’t breed,” said Mrs 
Anderson. 

“It would be good to get people to realise there 
is a big difference between responsible and irre¬ 
sponsible breeders. 

Legislation 

“A responsible breeder should always take 
back a puppy, for whatever reason, throughout 
that dog’s life, and always be there for help and 
support if needed. This change in legislation is 
needed to introduce a sensible solution. 

“Thousands of people are admitted to hospital 
every year with dog-related injuries, millions of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money is spent every 
year on stray dogs, and thousands are sitting

alone, unwanted and abandoned.” 

Mrs Anderson added: “This legislation will also 
uncover the falsification of pedigrees that allows 
banned breeds to be re-introduced into the UK 
for fighting and intimidation of the public. 

“This can all change if the breeding of dogs is 
controlled.” 

Just over 500 people have already signed the 
Andersons’ petition, but they want 10,000 
before it is submitted to Parliament.

Abandoned mum and 
pups highlight problem 

POTENTIAL dog owners are being urged to think 
twice following an increase in the number of grey¬ 
hounds being abandoned in Kent. 

The appeal comes from the Rochester-based 
Greyhound Rescue West of England (GRWE), which 
took in and rehomed 763 dogs last year, compared to 
513 in 2008. 

But the worrying increase in dumped lurchers could 
swell that figure to as much as 1,000 this year, including 
greyhounds no longer wanted after their racing careers 
are over. 

Kent regional homing officer Janet Lindsay highlight¬ 
ed the case of a saluki cross called Suri, spotted tied to 
a fence outside a dog pound weeks after giving birth. 
Two days later a box containing her eight puppies, all of 
which were in an appalling state of neglect, was 
dumped outside a nearby veterinary surgery. 

All nine animals narrowly escaped being put to sleep 
and were instead placed into the care of the charity. 

Mrs Lindsay said: "Both Suri and her pups are in a 
poor condition, suffering from sarcoptic mange which is 
so itchy it is causing them guite a bit of distress, leaving 
their skin broken and raw." 

GRWE is run entirely by volunteers. Already over¬ 
whelmed with the number of dogs in kennels and foster 
care, and a growing waiting list, emergencies like this 
put further stress on a charity that relies solely on dona¬ 
tions from the public to carry out its rescue and re-hom¬ 
ing work. GRWE currently has about 80 dogs in its care, 
including 21 puppies. To offer a home to one of the dogs

Meanwhile, the Retired Greyhound Trust is also 
appealing for new owners as its kennels in Meopham, 
contain more than 40 dogs with nowhere to go. 

Spokesman Ivor Stocker said: "Greyhounds make fan¬ 
tastic pets. When they leave the track they turn from 
speed machines into docile couch potatoes who love to loll 
around and get fussed over. All they want is a loving fam¬ 
ily or owner to look after them."

ONE man’s quest for love could 
result in a little more than a 
broken heart in Edgar Wright’s 
video game-styled comedy based 
on the graphic novels by Bryan 
Lee O’Malley 

A blitzkrieg on the senses from the opening 
frames, Scott Pilgrim Vs. The World will 
appeal to young, techno-sawy audiences who 
live through their joypads and remotes. 

Sound effects produce elongated on screen 
captions like BEEEEEEEEPP and when the 
characters fight, their blows land with a 
mighty THUD or KAPOW. 

Editing is frenetic, though thankfully the 
action sequences don’t reduce to an 
incomprehensible blur, complimented by a 
loud, rocking soundtrack. 

Scott Pilgrim (Michael Cera) is the 22-year- 
old bass guitarist with the band Sex Bob-omb, 
which also includes guitarist Stephen Stills 
(Mark Webber), drummer Kim Pine (Alison 
Pill) and lifelong fan Young Neil (Johnny 
Simmons), who knows all of the band’s songs 
and riffs by heart. 

The eponymous strummer doesn’t enjoy a 
roaring success with girls and to stave off the 
loneliness, he begins dating 17-year-old 
Chinese Catholic schoolgirl Knives Chau 
(Ellen Wong). Gay roommate Wallace Wells 
(Kieran Culkin) is horrified and immediately 
sends a text to Scott’s sister Stacey (Anna 
Kendrick), who tries and fails to reason with 
her little brother. 

Then Scott meets the girl of his dreams, 

Ramona Flowers (Mary Elizabeth Winstead), 
and is instantly smitten. 

They share a night together and everything 
seems perfect, apart from the small matter 
that Scott has neglected to tell Knives he is 
going to dump her. 

During Sex Bob-omb’s first round 
performance at the Toronto International 
Battle of the Bands, Ramona’s ex-boyfriend 
Matthew Patel (Satya Bhabha) challenges 
Scott to a duel to the death.

“If we’re going to date, you might have to 
defeat my seven evil exes,” Ramona reveals. 

So the plucky musician must face Lucas 
Lee, Todd Ingram, Roxy Richter, the 
Katayanagi Twin and record label supremo 
Gideon Graves. 

Scott Pilgrim vs. the World is an 
entertaining romp with a snappy script 
littered with choice one-liners (“If your life had 
a face, I’d punch it!”) 

The stylised digital effects are very cute at 


first like the little meter that appears on 
screen when Scott visits the toilet, and 
gradually empties as he relieves himself. 

However, the bombardment lasts for almost 
two hours and by the end of the film we feel 
almost as exhausted as the characters. 

Cera plays the same role, yet again, albeit 
with a bass guitar in his hand, and Winstead 
does her best not to crack a smile as the girl 
with a knack for dating bad guys. 

Just like the end of a video game, when the 


player gets a Continue? option to insert more 
coins, Wright’s film concludes with a 
countdown to more potential adventures with 
Scott and the gang. 

These two hours are sufficient.

“ORDER the puffin”, the 
waiter suggested politely 
as I dithered over the 
extensive menu on my first 
evening in Iceland. 

I didn’t have the guts - quite liter¬ 
ally - so I stuck with the salmon, but 
I was the only one eating it in our 
group. The others indeed opted for 
smoked puffin - and gave it rave 
reviews. As for my fish, caught the 
very same day from a river running 
past the restaurant, it was perfect. 

The adventurous menu marked 
the beginning of what was to be an 
action-packed four-day trip. 

We took in spectacular glaciers, a 
bubbling volcano, tumbling water¬ 
falls and rolling fields. The land¬ 
scape is striking, albeit curious and 
bleak in places. 

It is impossible to forget that 
Iceland - nicknamed the land of fire 
and ice - is a country of extremes. 

Volcano enthusiasts can drive to 
Eyjafjallajokull from Reykjavik 
along Route 1 - a journey of roughly 
70 miles. It is also possible to fly over 
the volcano as we did, an experience 
well worth an afternoon if weather 
conditions permit. 

But there is so much more to 
Iceland than lava and ash. 

Iceland, situated just south of the 
Arctic Circle, is home to a population 
of 300,000. Roughly half that num¬ 
ber live in the capital, Reykjavik, 
and its neighbouring towns in the 
southwest. 

Corrugated iron-clad buildings, 
many painted in pastel hues, lend a 
picture-postcard backdrop to 
Reykjavik - where Icelanders regu¬ 
larly party right through the night. 


By day, the city’s atmosphere is 
casual and relaxed, with a dress 
code to match. By night, the stilettos 
come out and the bar crawls com¬ 
mence, lasting into and beyond the 
early hours. But Reykjavik has more 
to offer than its vibrant nightlife. 

In the daytime it is pretty and 
peaceful, with just enough bustle to 
create an atmosphere. 

The capital is small enough to 
explore by foot, and wherever you 
are in the city, you are never far from 
a decent coffee and a spot to sit down 
and people-watch. 

Reykjavik is also an ideal base 
from which to explore the rest of the 
country. About four buses leave the 
city each day for the Blue Lagoon, 
where you can share the locals’ fond¬ 
ness for outdoor bathing by plung¬ 
ing into mineral-enriched waters at 
a breathtaking 38C. 


The Jokulsarlon iceberg lagoon, on 
the south side of Vatnajokull, is a 
must-see. 

The lagoon is a sprawling lake of 
glacial meltwater into which huge 
icebergs have floated, having broken 
away from the glacier. 

The fact that such an inevitably 
popular spot has been left exactly as 
nature intended is striking. 

Except for the unobtrusive boat 
that chugs through the lagoon, there 
is nothing. No fast food chain to cash 
in on the scores of tourists flocking 
through the area, no souvenir store, 
no ticket booth. 

And the same can be said 
about hundreds of Iceland’s natural 
wonders. 

Our guide tells us that Icelanders 
want to keep it that way - unspoilt - 
and it is certainly worth a visit while 
they do.

Fiat shows its support 
for Panda conservation 


EVEN on holiday in Greece I was 
being a car bore, asking the ex-pat 
manager of the car hire office what 
was his best little runner. 

“The Fiat Panda, mate,” he said, without 
hesitation. “Customers love ‘em and they are 
bulletproof - despite everything thrown at 
them on the roads here.” 

Praise indeed on Kefalonia, the island 
famous for Captain Corelli’s Mandolin, but 
more a setting for Charlie Cairoli and his 
Clowns judging by the driving standards and 
rugged terrain. 

Back home, I borrowed a test car close to 
Greek car hire spec: the 1.1-litre Active Eco 
(£7,665) entry model, though it doesn’t come 
with air con or even an option to have it - you 
must trade up to the 1.2 Dynamic Eco (£8,565) 
to get that as standard. 

I have driven Pandas before, but always 
higher spec versions such as the 1.3-litre 
diesel and madcap 100HP hot hatch. 

I found the entry car just as enjoyable 
though, despite its modest 54bhp, needing 15 
seconds to haul the Panda to 62mph.

Of course, it looks spartan inside and I would 
want the split folding rear seats that come with 
dearer versions - to complement the van-like 
cargo options - but it still has electric front 
windows, CD sound system and two-speed 
power steering that allows easy parking. 

Lightly-laden, the Panda can be firm and 
fidgety, but it a fun drive and an average of 
nearly 60mpg, group one insurance and tri¬ 
fling road tax - zero in year one - gives more 
to grin about. 

And there’s the car’s triumph of ergonomics 
- a high-mounted gearshift beneath where the 
hand falls naturally off the steering wheel. 

But the five-door Panda is compact, so rear 
legroom is not great and the boot is small 
when the seats are in place, but this city car is 
still a marvel seven years after launch, when 
it was European Car of the Year. 

As our man on Kefalonia confirmed, it has a 
reputation for reliability too, helping to restore 
faith in Fiat after some dark days on the qual¬ 
ity front. 

There is talk the current car will be replaced 
next year, but don’t be surprised if it’s no more 
than a thorough facelift. 

Remember... don’t fix it, if it ain’t broke.

EVOLVING: Planning rules change for our villages 

Villages given chance to 
grow under new ruling 

NEW planning rules could change the 
way Kent’s villages grow and see them 
evolve in a different way, according to 
property consultants Smiths Gore. 

The Community Right to Build propos¬ 
als, which were outlined earlier this 
summer by the coalition Government, 
aim to give communities the power to 
develop new homes with greater autono¬ 
my, allowing them to proceed without a 
specific planning application. 

This would still oblige them to meet 
minimum criteria for development to local 
authorities, which may include strong 
local support, meeting environmental tar¬ 
gets and making sure it does not expand 
the size of the community too rapidly. 

Steve Briggs, planner and partner at 
Smiths Gore, said the proposals should 
make things easier and may return 
Britons to the policy of bygone years, when 
villages evolved more or less naturally. 

“One would like to think that, in the 
long term, the positives will see local 
people staying within their local commu¬ 
nities rather than being forced to look 
for homes in urban areas on account of 
economics,” he added. 

Lure of being beside the 
sea is on the increase 

THE UK is seeing increased demand for 
coastal housing, according to Waterside 
Properties. 

Peter Halliday, managing director of 
Waterside Properties, said the south of 
England has some “excellent options” for 
househunters who long to be by the sea. 

“Most of the people that buy are buy¬ 
ing for a lifestyle move; they are selling 
up their family home and moving down 
to the coast,” he said. “That is still hap¬ 
pening in reasonable numbers.” 

Mr Halliday went on to say that while 
properties by the coast tend to attract 
higher prices, they are still subject to the 
same forces of supply and demand and 
have neither risen nor fallen substan¬ 
tially in value in the past two years.

Benefits of an eco-friendly 
property are hitting home 


HOMEOWNERS are becoming 
more environmentally aware and 
this is being reflected in the pur¬ 
chases they are making, according 
to a leading manufacturer of 
kitchen products. 

Also new research has found that to ensure 
a house is as energy efficient as possible does 
not mean spending large amounts of cash. 

And experts say the long-term benefits can 
be huge in the shape of lower-energy bills as 
more heat is retained inside the home.

from quarries and workshops,” she said. 

Santander Mortgages reported that first-time 
buyers spend an average of £3,782 on kitting 
out their new homes. 

Some 43 per cent of first-time buyers spend 
their first £1,000 on sofas and armchairs, fol¬ 
lowed by beds and kitchen appliances. 

However, around half a million choose pleas¬ 
ure over practicality, putting a large proportion 
of their cash towards a house-warming party. 

There area also a number of quick and easy 
ways for homeowners to improve the energy 
efficiency of their properties, which may in 
turn make them more attractive to buyers in 
the future. 


Gordon Miller, sustainability and communi¬ 
cations director of Sustain, said proper insula¬ 
tion does not cost much and is supported by 
government grants. 

“Before you even think about trying to gener¬ 
ate electricity or hot water, make sure that the 
home is properly insulated,” he commented. 

For buyers, purchasing an eco-friendly home 
will not necessarily cost any more than it would 
to buy a conventional home, Mr Miller added. 

Last month, the Energy Technologies Institute 
revealed a new £3 million project to design a 
supply chain solution to improve the energy effi¬ 
ciency of the 26 million homes still expected to be 
in use by 2050. The project includes identifying 
ways existing properties can be retrofitted and 
stimulating demand for eco-friendly housing. 

All these improvements can help to keep 
heat inside the four walls during cold snaps - 
meaning lower bills. 


Construction industry suffering from economic downturn 


A RECENT drop-off in construc¬ 
tion orders is bad news for the 
industry according to the Federa¬ 
tion of Master Builders (FMB), 
after surveyors reported a fall in 
total construction workloads. 

Figures from the Royal Instit¬ 
ution of Chartered Surveyors found 


public housing and other municipal 
works were the worst-affected 
sectors, probably as a result of 
cuts in government spending.

Purchasing Managers’ Index 
shows UK construction activity 


slowed to its weakest level in four 
months in July. 

“Sadly, none of this is a total 
surprise as it reflects the feedback 
we have been getting from our 
members about the building 
industry suffering because there 
is less government money avail¬ 


able for capital projects,” said 
Brian Berry, director of external 
affairs at the FMB. 

However, he went on to say the 
Government’s Green Deal, which 
will see 26 million homes retrofit¬ 
ted, could potentially offer new job 
opportunities for builders.
